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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections '35 use §102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, nnore than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Ulrich. 

Ulrich discloses in fugres 1-5 a bruxism appliance comprising a polymeric base 
21, an abradable overlay 20, that is a different color than the polymeric base (the base 
is orange and the overlay is ivory colored) and the base is selected from a composite 
(polyvinylchloride). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was niade. 

Claim 8 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Ulrich. 

Ulrich discloses in figures 1-6 a method of chemically coating a bruxism 
appliance, substantially as claimed. Ulrich also disclose that the finish on the base or 
the overlay could be a dull finish or an ink-like coating. It would have been obvious to 
one having ordinary skill in the art at the time that the invention was made that the color 
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on the abradable overlay disclosed by Ulrich could be sprayed or painted thereon. The 
reason for the obviousness is most colors are sprayed or painted onto an object. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 5 and 6-7 are allowed. 
Note: Claims 3 and 8 had been objected to in the previous office action. Hov\/ever, a 
further review of the prior art provided a teaching to reject claims 3 and 8. The 
examiner apologizes for any inconvenience incurred by the attorney or the applicant 
because of this decision.
